8. AKRMM-2 expressed hie concern about the package program and 
•tatad that ha vaa having difficulty in ••tabliahing appropriate addraaaora 
for the program. Although there are a good number of Byelorussians in the 
United States, Canada and South America corresponding with their families 
in tyelorutela, he felt they would be relmctant to have their names used In 
any may which might Jeopardise their safety. AhJt£ADT-2 had thought of setting 
up several fictitious addressorsi to wit, a Byelorussian mho had died since 
hie arrival in the United States. AWEAOT-? has a friend mho owns an apartment 
house lr Brooklyn, hone of the tenants art Byelorussians. AIXeADY-2 thinks 
that he can persuade hie friend to put up an extra mailbox for a fictitious 
resident mho could be used ae an add res so r for the package program. 

aDUBU)r«2 submitted the notes of 2 addressees (attached) for the 
package program# One of the mamee submitted is that of a present "Coramudst 
activist* mho is mail known by AJtIADY-2. lie stated that the individual la a 
) childhood friend of his mho assumed the "good communist” role ae a necessity 
to maintaining better myloynsnt. AKHKADY-2 feels this individual mould be 
a real aoaet la time af need because he may be in a position of some authority. 
He feels that if the paofcago progra m la to be risked at all, individuals 
dioajd be sought for mho mould be Is a position to really do something in time 
of meed. He said there were many problems of addressee addresser relationship 
mhloh mood to be Ironed out ia his omi mind before the progrsm can be started, 
the smderulgnsrt told him she was glad he bad given ae mush consideration te
